I enneider it more ti a uetful nnuriehment than 
t drlioiie meal, Tbt belt Wetelt uiultnn It 
ducal from in native mountain! : the heith 
upon whioh it fcede giveeavery rich llivour 
to tht meat, which it very dirk, and 
without much fit ; many ere fed tit the Engliab 
eountie*; they are very encollen.1 tnd much 
fatter, but do not poaaeaa the earn* wild fla- 
vour. The beit veal to be obtained in the 
epring time ol the year comet from the weal 
of England, being rather imilt and very white, 
bul there ie a ready inpply of good leal from 
Suttey tnd Kattx throughout ihe year, Al- 
though very doe vet] may be obtained in thie 
country, it it not to be tempered to the quality 
we obtain In Prance ; tb* teal of Pontoiie, a 
littlt town tii evict from Farii, outrivalt any. 
I would venture to tty thai ore pound of Ihit 
veal would meke e belter atock thin double 
the quantity of tht v«tl procured liete. No 
on* can tecount for it. but tuch ie the actual 
care, although there tbt quality of any other 
dcecription of animal food ii deficient, aehave 
to boat! ol the excellent flavour, aunculence, 
ani of ibe eiceeiiv* whitenet* of nut veal, 
llotiae lamb mty be obuinad throughout the 
whole year, but there it ao g rut riemond for it 
before February, tirael lamb makei ita ap-
